1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 22-42 are allowed over prior art of record because the cited references 
either alone or combined do not disclose the claimed invention: 

A method for determining a final approach path of an aircraft for a non-precision 
approach, for the purpose of landing the aircraft on a runway, said method comprising: 

(a) determining an approach mode selected by the pilot of the aircraft from 
among a plurality of predetermined approach modes; 

(b) selecting a characteristic segment of an arrival path which relates to the 
selected approach mode thus determined; 

(c) determining the orientation of the projection on the ground of said 
characteristic segment with respect to the center line of said runway; and 

(d) depending on said orientation, determining (i) an anchoring point of the said 
final approach path, (ii) orientation in a horizontal plane of said final approach path; and 
(iii) the slope of said final approach path. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
